Highway 23 


Assurance has been received that Highway 23 will 
be paved this year from Champion north to Vulcan 
and the letter containing this information implies that 
the decision to hard-surface this stretch of road was 
only made after strong representations to have this 
work done had been made by Hon. Peter Dawson, the 
member representing this constituency. 

We cannot understand why it was necessary for 
Mr. Dawson to urge that this work be done this year 
unless it was the intention of the highway department 
to leave us with nothing but a gravelled road from 
Champion north. Surely, after rebuilding the high¬ 
way from Champion to the junction 12 miles north of 
Vulcan for the expressed purpose of making it suitable 
for hard-surfacing, it was not the intention of the 
highway department to completely forget the matter 
this year. If there was no intention of continuing the 
hard-surfacing project this year we are glad that the 
local member was able to speak for the rights of his 
constituents and secure results. 

Highway 23 from Vulcan 12 miles north to the 
junction is also ready for application of the base 
course but, as yet, not a word has been said about it 
by the highway department. Nor has anything been 
said about the re-building of Highway 23 from the 
junction with 24 to the proposed junction with the 
four-lane No. 2, just east of High River. 

Viewing the importance of Highway 23 as an alter¬ 
nate to the heavily travelled and much patched No. 2 
highway from Monarch via Fort Macleod to High 
River, it is hard to understand the minister of high¬ 
ways’ apparent lack of concern over the completion of 
23 as a hard-surfaced route. To us, at least, it would 
make good sense to have, right now, two two-lane 
blacktop roads joining with the four-lane highway at 
High River and this would certainly ease the traffic 
load on the two-lane portion of No. 2. 

We’d like to hear more from Edmonton regarding 
the hard-surfacing frfim Vulcan north and from the 
junction 12 miles north. The twelve mile stretch of 
base course from Champion to Vulcan isn’t much of a 
project for one year. 


Cash Advances 


. We wonder how long the federal government is 
going to be able to avoid instituting a policy of cash 
advances on farm-stored grain? Farmers in Southern 
Alta., have been getting by hrough diversification of 
crops and by raising more livestock, but wheat is still 
the big crop and there is no great change, apparently, 
in the export picture this year. The United States 
“giveway” program is still hurting us badly and in¬ 
dications point to a record Canadian wheat carryover 
at the end of this current crop year. 

It is stated, and we agree, that a couple of years 
of short crops would bring the wheat carryover down 
to manageable size. But isn’t this just wishful think¬ 
ing on the part of the government? Based on the past 
ten years or so, the odds certainly favor continued pro¬ 
duction of good crops. 

Many plans have been suggested for easing the 
wheat farmer’s burden by advancing him money 
against his unsold wheat, but none of these plane has 
proven acceptable to the government. In Saskatchewan 
particularly, where diversification of crops is ap¬ 
parently more difficult to achieve, the plight of the 
farmer is becoming more serious. 

The federal government is obviously very sure of 
winning the forthcoming election without making a 
play for the wheat farmer’s vote, but unless wheat 
production drops considerably nr exports show a 
marked increase the matter of cash advances against 
farm-stored grain will have to receive serious con¬ 
sideration, and soon. 

Champion Of The Taxpayer 

The general manager of The Steel Company of 
Canada, V. W. Scully, said in a recent address that 
Canadians are “more than generous contributors to 
the various levels of government who seem to find it 
much easier to spend the money than we do to earn it. 

“Extractions by taxation is a disease like creep¬ 
ing paralysis . . . Inter-governmental squabbles are 
not over the injustice to the contributor but over the 
division of the spoils.” 

He also pointed out that money “desperately 
needed for plant investment and expansion is being 
siphoned away from corporations and individuals. This 
has become a vicious and chronic habit with our 
governments. It is one that could some day bring 
about the end of this system of free enterprise which 
has enabled us — all of us — to progress as we have.” 

There is a great deal of truth in what Mr. Scully 
says, and it applies right down to the level of business 
in this district, not just to national corporations. 

And the significant thing about the whole matter 
is that Mr. Scully is a former chief tax collector for 
the federal government, his official title being deputy 
minister of national revenue (taxation).
